Off Again; 


Now Tuesday 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI)—It 
happened again to John Glenn to­ 
day. Because of bad landing-area 
weather, his effort to orbit the 
globe was postponed for the 10th 
time and rescheduled for next 
Tuesday. 
For the third day in a row, the 
40-year-old astronaut and all his 
equipment were ready. But the 
wind-tossed Atlantic Ocean was 
not. Shortly after I a.m., EST, 
project Director Walter Williams 
said through a s p o k e s m a n : 
"Weather conditions preclude a 
launching attempt.'* 
Glenn was reported taking the 
delays in stride — although they 
date back to early December. 
Officials of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration 
(NASA* said that (hiring his new 
waiting period, the astronaut will 
remain in the cape area and con­ 
tinue "dry-run" checkouts in his 
Friendship-7 spacecraft. 
Fuel will be drained from his 
Atlas rocket, to be replaced after 
i the preliminary countdown re­ 
sumes on Monday.

Lt. Col. John A. Powers, chief 
I spokesman for Project Mercury, 
said weather experts were ‘‘more 
optimistic" about the outlook for 
banding conditions Tuesday. And 
he noted that the delay would 
give project personnel a break 
from their strenuous duties.

BERLIN (UPI) — West­ 
ern planes defied the Rus­ 
sians and flew the air cor­ 
ridors to Berlin without in­ 
tr rfernce today despite a 
new Soviet demand for ex­ 
clusive use of one laue for 
their own aircraft. 
On the ground, a young mother 
and her five-year-old child dashed 
to safety through Communist gun­ 
fire. West Berlin police said Com­ 
munist border guards fired more 
than 60 shots at the fleeing pair 
and at West Berlin police helping 
them. No one was hit, 


The Russians attempted to bar 
Western aircraft from low alti­ 
tude flights in the Berlin-to-Ham- 
burg air corridor, despite a West­ 
ern Allied protest 
to Moscow 
ut such attempts. The So­ 
viets did not seek to enforce the 
ban with harassing flights of So- 
« 


et Mig jets as they did earlier 
is week. 


A Russian Embassy spokesman 
served notice, however, that the 
harassing Russian flights would 
continue. 


The Western Allies ignored the 
Russians today as they have five 
times previously in the last nine 
days 
and 
sent 
their 
aircraft 
through the three vital corridors 
to and from Berlin, They specifi­ 
cally defied the Russians in the 
Hamburg corridor.

The Bristol Borough recreation 
program is not luring athletes 
away from the borough's high 
school teams, James Lake, Rec­ 
reation Board chairman, said to - 
day. 
Instead, L a k e declared, the 
reason why students are not turn- 
ing out for school teams lies in 
their school and home training. 
Sharp Statement 
Lake issued a sharply worded 
statement today differing with 
opinions about the recreation pro­ 
gram which were voiced at Tues­ 
day’s meeting (rf the borough 
school board. 
School directors Carmen Guelot- 


to and John Dougherty at that 
time said the recreation program 
was attracting athletes who do not 
care for the discipline and train­ 
ing required on school teams. 
The school board has 
con­ 
cerned for some time o .t: the 
small turnout for high school 
teams. During the past two foot­ 
ball seasons Bristol was unable to 
uniform 
two complete teams, 
sometimes having only four or 
five players available as substi­ 
tutes. 
Lake in his statement, however, 
declared that youths who are po­ 
tential school players are not al­ 
lowed to participate in recreation 


program leagues. 
Letter From Coach 
“In order to participate in our 
activities a boy must have a let­ 
ter from the coach saying he is 
not or cannot be on the school 
team,” Lake declared. 
Most of the players on the rec­ 
reation teams are of elementary 
school age. 
Lake also stated that the board 
does not issue trophies or jack­ 
ets. Dougherty and Chinotto had 
said that many youths prefer the 
recreation play because of such 
jackets or trophies. 
Local businessmen sometimes 
do provide them, Lake said, but 


the recreation board does not. 
“Would it be fair to deny a team 
a jacket or trophy which has 
been donated by someone inter­ 
ested and generous enough to sup­ 
ply it?’* he asked. "And what 
kind of school spirit is so weak 
it can be bought off with a jacket 
or trophy? 
Former Athletes 
“Maybe the members of the 
school board, especially those who 
were former athletes, would do 
well to look a little further into 
the situation, if they are really 
interested.” 
Gullotto was a standout football 
player at Bristol High School, 


Dougherty an athlete at North 
Catholic High in Philadelphia and 
Board Member John G. Paglione 
a football player in an independ­ 
ent league. 
Lake was high in his praise cf 
the members of the recreation 
board. 
“These are real sportsmen who 
have enough interest in both the 
children and the game to devote 
time without any thought of rec­ 
ompense,” he said. “Many others 
could get that warm feeling of do­ 
ing something constructive if they 
would pome out and join us in 
our program.” 


The public is welcome at any 
recreation board meeting, he said.

Members of the board, besides 
Lake, are Harrison Fisher, An­ 
thony Angelaccio Thomas DiNunn- 
zio and Wilbur Albright.
